Correspondence from New Enterprise. Pa, 

In my former article I spoke Of the organi- 
zation and growth ol the church of the Breth- 
ren at New Enterprise, expressing a desire to 
apeak of our German Baptist brethren as 
something else than "opposers and enemies," 
but then, you know, Paul spoke of ''false 
brethren" and no great marvel if there are 
"opposers and enemies'* iu the chdich. in thi» 
19th century, though it nfay be only from the 
head and not ihe»heart. I did not then speak 
of a refusal of the tablecloths that belong to 
the church in which we held our com m union, 
because it was then said it was done by indi 
viduals and nut by an action of the church, 
and was spoken ol unfavorably by those who 
did not have them in their possession. But 
since that we have asked for them to be u&ed 
at our late loveleasi, held on the 31st ult., (of 
which, no doubt, others will speak) but they 
were refused by an action ol the church, We 
also asked them to withdraw an appointment for 
prayer- meeting and singing, so that we could 
go on with a series of meetings unmolested, 
both of said meetings having been moved in- 
to the church alter our meetings were ap- 
pointed ; the former having been held in pri- 
vate houses before. We also asked them 
to withdraw a regular appointment for 
preaching, not because we did the same for 
them (but we did, nevertheless,) but because 
we think that is the way weshould treat each 
other if we want to be friends of each other 
and of Jesus. Even James Quinter, the 
"dividing elder" (here) said "we had better 
separate and live amongst each other peace- 
ably." But notwithstanding our treatment 
to wards them and the advice of brother Quin- 
ter, they refused it all : Yes, all, and the main 
argument in support of their action — as re- 
ceived from an official — was, that "we dare 
not give an inch." I suppose that is the 
"spirit and meaning" (?) of "compel them to 
come in." Luke 14 : 23. The meeting of the 
Brethren went on, nevertheless, if it was in 
brother Ober's barn, (the same one in which 
annual meeting of 1877 was held, and as part 
of the fruits ol it, and the best I saw yet, ) and 
with a good interest and audience day and 
night. There was also a good audience at 
our feast, notwithstanding a leading conser- 
vative stood at the street corner and warned 
people how wrong it was to go to the place 
where these "heathens and publicans," — "ex- 
pelled members'*— that would "not hear the 
church," have meetings. This same brother, 
at a prayer meeting the following Wednesday 
evening, made all kinds of excuses for not be- 
ing better prepared to exhort the brethren 
from the lesson — the du r y assigned him — say- 
ing that he was sick all week (?) I could not 
help thinking that if he had been "studying to 
show himself approved," — or even attending 
our meetings — he might have been better pre- 
pared for his duty and avoid telling a doubt- 
ful story. 

I desire to say to the credit of some of them 
who arc not our "opposers" intentionally, that 
they desired our privileges should be granted, 
but yielded their better convictions, and no 
doubt, said within : "What shall I do then 
with Jesus ?" in view t of his teaching, '-Do 
unto others as ye," &c When I went to 
their prayer meeting the night alluded to al- 
ready, sure enough T this was the teaching of 
one of their leading officials, "if we would 
only live out this golden rule," not withstand - 
ing they asked of us and received just what 
they refused to give in return. Then, too, 
this came from the source that thought "we 
dare not give an inch to them." I thought 
again, that perhaps they do desire to carry out 
the golden rule referred to, and the language 
of the Poet— j 

"' I'la pleasant to believe, 
But we had rather cee," 

came forcibly to my mind. And now I com- 
mend this report to all our conservative breth- 
ren for inspection and criticism, and if I have 
misrepresented in any way, please inform me 
kindly and I will cheerfully correct, and if 1 
can be shown that I have drawn wrong con- 
clusions and that you desire to be friends and 
brethren, instead of "opposers and enemies," 
gladly will I speak of jou always as brethren 
and friends. May God hasten the day when 
bitterness and envy and hatred, which are not 
of Christ, may be banished from among us. 
And may I be enabled hereafter to wnte of 
nothing but good such as I bear taught when 
I go to your services, and such as you will 
bear taught if you come to our services. 

Lest I create a wrong impression I will say 

that a number did come to our aervioes in the 

barn. I suppose mostly such who would glad' 

ly treat us right if it was' not for this strange

They have prayer meeting every week, and a 
union Sunday school which meets every Sun- 
day morning. The member? are thus kept 
busy in the Master's work and have no time 
to spend in idleness or fault; finding. They 
are alive to their Christian duties, and it 
makes one feel at home with such people, es- 
pecially has this been the case with their pas- 
tor. Hoping that these fraternal relations 
may continue to exist and enlarge in the fu- 
ture.

Thought! and Observations, 

Deab Evangelist : We have just re- 
turned from a trip to New Enterprise, and

Brethren, yclept by some Progressives, and 
where brother Mallet t, of Ohio, is now preach- 
ing. In the evening we met in the church, 
and listened to an able discourse from brother 
M Sat urday, at 5:30 p. m., met for prepara- 
tory communion services, when brother M. 
gave us an eloquent discourse upon the theme 
"Love one another." In the evening the or- 
dinances of the Lord's house were observed, a 
large concourse of people, excellent order, and 
an enjoyable time. A number of the breth- 
ren and sisters from the church at Martins - 
burjr, were also present. 

Will you allow me, brother Editor, to di- 
verge for a moment, to relate a circumstance 
in which the "golden rule" is deeply involved 
and an exemplification (?) of modern Chris- 
tianity. Some weeks ago brother Silas Hoov- 
er conducted a series of meetings in this 
church for the German Baptists, and upon the 
second Sabbath of that meeting, at 10 o'clock 
a. m„ was our regular appointment for preach- 
ing. Child-like and innocent, the German 
Baptists asked of our brethren to defer our 
appointment until the afternoon. The Breth- 
ren unhesitatingly granted the request. We 
were on band, of course, and went to hear 
brother Hoover, Before services, we asked 
brother Hoover to announce our appointment 
for the afternoon. He replied (in that pecu- 
liar venacular) that if Elder Re pi ogle would 
have no objections, ho would do so. We took 
our seat, (we were not invited upon the ros- 
trum, neither invited to stay off,) and listen- 
en to brother Hoover delineate upon the "an- 
alogy between Moses and Christ." Sermon 
over ; "meetin* dismissed," and no announce- 
ment. In the afternoon we tried to preach, 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Now comes the ''practical?* (?). To-day 
was the German Baptist regular appointment. 
The Brethren did as they had done to us ; 
they asked them kindly to defer their appoint- 
ment. "Well," you say, "Of course, they did 
so." "Well, no, brother Editor, they reversed 
the golden rule, and said, "You can't have 
the church neither can you ha ve it on Sabbath 
evening, for we have 'singen school' and it 
must go on." That memorable barn, in which 
was held the great national council in 1877, — 
in which it was decided that standiug coat- 
collars "were essential to salvation," — was 
kindly tendered by brother Ober, swept nice- 
ly, and seated, and on this Sabbath morning, 
— the seventh anniversary of that ever-mem- 
orable council, brother Maliott delivered to a 
large congregation a telling sermon. What 
a grand thing, practical Christianity is t 

Before services we attended the Brethren's 
Sabbath school, a large two story building 
packed, the sweet voices of the little children 
mingling with the voices of the grandfather, 
in singing songs of praise to Almighty God ; 
prayer by brother Maliott, then another song, 
Then we saw about forty little children get 
up suddenly and leave the house, with broth- 
er J. Z. Replogle following. We wanted to 
know where they were going, and like Peter, 
we followed "afar off," and found them sys- 
tematically arranged in the lower room, and 
their teacher, brother "Jake" in bis glory. 
What a grand sight ! Forty tittle children be- 
for him, standing as a teacher — little flowers 
being prepared for transplanting in the Fath- 
er's vineyard. Brother Jacob, may he who 
said, "Suffer little children to come unto me," 
aid you in your grand and noble mission, and 
may you bring them as sheaves into the Mas- 
ter's garner. 

The Enterprise Sabbath school is a model. 
The venerable brother, Jacob Furry, at its 
head, with a corps of brethren and sisters 
alive in the work, and the blessings of heav- 
en makes it what it is. 

Brother Maliott will again bold forth this 
evening in that historic barn, and so far as 
heard from the "singen school" will go on 
toe.

Prom the Jonathan'! Creek Church, Ohio. 
Dear Evangelist: I have seen nothing 
from this part ol the field in our paper for 
sometime. The progression had its origin 
here about four years back of this date. 
There were a few brethren and sisters at that 
time that held to the Bible a fane doctrine, and 
discarded the disctsions of A. M., when not 
based on the fountain of truth, the Bible. 
But there was not sufficient cause for divis- 
ion at that time. We merely talked about 
the practices and discisions of A. M. in con- 
nection with the Bible, disagreeable more 
on the former than upon the latter. But aa 
time rolled around the Mandatory Act of '82 
was passed, bringing all the laity into sub- 
jection to the whims and preconceived notions 
of uninspired men. At this time the ques- 
tion of progression was agitated stronger than 
ever, and the more it was discussed, as a con- 
sequence the stronger its opponents warred 
against it. Finally, by one or more of the 
deacons traveling around notifiying those 
sisters who wore plain hats to stay away from 
the communion table. (Bat let me insert 
here that just two weeks ago they had a so 
called love feast, presided over by Silas 
Hoover, and they not only allowed those to 
commune that wore bats but also those that 
wore bangs and bustles and gold ear rings 
and some that had recently attended dances 
and parties.) After this special communion 
for those that wore no bats, we as Progress- 
ives concluded that it was necessary to have 
something done for the cause, and after ascer- 
taining the number of adherents to the Bible 
alone to be about forty, we procured the ser- 
vices of brother J. H. Worst, for a season 
preaching for us once a month. After broth- 
er Worst begun preaching for us, we sooi> met 
with nails in the windows and bare and new 
locks on the doors, and finally elders M. 
Saddler, George Worst and McMullen, got 
away with twenty -six of us at one time. We 
did not get discouraged,- however, but reor- 
ganizing immediately, J. H. Worst and J. 
Ridenour being present, we went on to wor- 
ship in the even tenor of our way. The 
charge brought against ue for expulsion was 
fellowsbiping J. II. Worst. They remind me 
of the Jews finding fault with Christ tor eat- 
ing with publicans and sinners. Finally they 
entered into a litigation to try the rights of 
property which was against A. M. decision, 
and by so doing they legally robbed us of our 
rights in church property ; but we have just 
raised a new building 52x34 that will be 
completed soon. I have written this to show 
the inconsistent woik of German Baptists, and 
the progress of the Brethren, in this part of 
God'B universe.

The Sin of Blasphemy. 

In Vol. VI. No 21, 1 observed this ques- 
tion : "What is the sin of blasphemy against 
the Holy Ghost?" No doubt the author of 
this question, as well as many others consid- 
ers this a question of great moment; and the 
reason why, is worthy of special notice. We 
have blasphemy against the Father, against 
the Son, and against the Holy Spirit, The 
special subject of the unpardonable sin, is 
connected with the Holy Ghost, and why 
blasphemy against the latter should be less 
pardonable than against the Father or the 
Son, is a question for consideration. In fact 
this contains the whole gist of the question « 
if there is any gist about it. 

We have three revelations of Divinity. 
First, in the Patriarohial and Jewish institu- 
tions, God was known only aa Jehovah Elo- 
him. It was possible that a person sinning 
against him might be bardoned under the 
second dispensation — the dispensation of the 
Son — the Incarnate Word. There was a more 
liberal exercise of pardon under him, than un- 
der the Jewish Theocracy. God the Father, 
sent the Son, and the Son sent the Holy Spir- 
it, the last and crowning manifestation of 
Divinity. There was no mediator after Him, 
and blasphemy against him was therefore be- 
yond the reach of pardon. The sin of blas- 
phemy under the Theocracy, might be par- 
doned under the merciful reign of the Chris- 
tocracy : and the blasphemer under the 
Christocracy, might be pardoned, saved and 
sanctified, through the Holy Spirit, but be- 
yond this there was no forgiveness — no 
possible pardon, in harmony with justice, 
honor, and Divine authority. Throughout all 
Christendom — Greek, Roman, and Protes- 
tant — blasphemy against the Holy Spirit is 
considered the unpardonable ain, "bin beyond 
the reach of pardon." And from the very 
nature of things, it consists in ascribing to 
demoniacal influence, what is usually ascribed 
to the Holy Spirit. Thos. E. Davib.
